It is stated that the Sumpter was received in 
Curacoe under protest from the American Consul. 
This person is named Moses Jessuroon, a native 
of the island. He is not, so far as is known, a 
naturalized American citizen. His family is one 
of tbe wealthiest in tbe place, and he is himself 
one of the prominent merchants of the island. 
If, as is staled, the Sumpter was repaired alCu- 
racoa, it must have been at a shipyard owned by 
the Jessuroon family, because they own all the 
shipyards in the port. The coal depots are also 
in the hands of the Consul’s relations, if not in 
his own.

War in Missouri —We hnd tbe follow- 
ing additional particulars of tbe tight at Wil- 
liamstown, Mo . in the correspondence of the St. 
Louis Democrat of the 19tb; 

An engagement took place on Wednesday night 
batweeo the Union men under Lieut. Colonel 
Wocdyard, whose forces were between four and 
five hundred, and the State troops numbering 
twelve hundred and fifty, commanded by Martin 
L. Green, at, the Fabius river, some ten miles 
beyond \\ illiamstown and thirty miles back 
of Canton, which resulted in the defeat of 
the secessionists, who retreated back on the 
bluffs. Our loss was one killed and none wounded. 
We buried five of their killed, and a gentleman 
whose house was on tbe road back of their forces 
reports that they carried off during the night two 
wagon loads of killed and wounded. The attack 
took place at eleven o’clock at night, while we 
were marching to Edina to j* in Col. Moore. We 
were tired upon before we were aware that the 
enemy w-ere near, our scouts having reported tbe 
road clear. Green had a nine pound cannon, but 
*bot over us, we having bnt a little 1th of July 
gun, which we wadded wi*h musket balls and 
fired orce, when we heard tbe secesh erv, “By 
G — d. boys, they have got a cannon, and away 
tbev ran. We stayed on the Hold till davlight. 

Our scouts reported that the enemy with rein- 
forcements were drawn up some two miles beyond 
in a corn field and tbe brush, and our men having 
been under arms all night, and their force being 
superior in numbers, Col. Woodyard concluded 
not to attack them, but to march on to Fair- 
mount, where we encamped. We found twenty- 
seven guns, sixty hats, powder, horses, and sun- 
dry other thiDgs. Col. Moore is encamped at 
Edina with twelve to fifteen hundred men, where 
we will march as sood as practicable.

An act to be entitled “An act respecting alien 
enemies. ” 

Section 1. The Congress of the Confederate 
States of A merica do enact , That whenever there 
shall be declared war between the Confederate 
States and anv foreign nation or government, or 
any invasion or predatory incursion shall be per- 
petrated, attempt*!, or threatened against the 
territory of the Confederate States by any foreign 
na tion or government, aud the President of the 
Confederate States shall make public by procla- 
mation of the event, or the same shall be pro- 
claimed by act of Congress, all natives, citizens, 
denizens, or subjects of the hostile nation or gov- 
ernment, being males of fourteen years of age 
and upwards, who shall be within the Confeder- 
ate States, and not citizens thereof, shall be liable 
to be apprehended, restrained, or secured and re- 
moved as alien enemies: Provided, that, during 
the existing war, citizens of the United States, 
residing within the Confederate State?, with in 
tent to become citizens thereof, and who shall 
make a declaration of such intention, in due form, 
and acknowledging the authority of the Govern- 
ment of the same, shall not become liable, as 
aforesaid, nor shall the act extend to citizens of 
the Stale i of Delaware, Maryland, Kentucky, 
Missouri, and of the District of Columbia, and the 
Territories of Arizjnia and New Mexico, and the 
Indian Ten i lory south of Kansas, who shall not 
be chargeable with actual hostility, or other crime 
against the public safety, and who shall acknowl- 
edge the authority of* the Government of the 
Confederate States. 

Sec. 2. The President of the Confederate States 
shall b*, and he is hereby, authorized bv bis pro- 
clamation or other public act, in case of existing 
or declared war, as aforesaid, to provide for the 
removal of those who, not being permitted to re- 
side within the Confederate States, shall refuse 
or neglect to depart therefrom; and to establish 
ruch regulations in the premises as the public 
safety may require. 

Sec. 3. Immediately after the passage of this 
act, the President of tfie Confederate States shall, 
by proclamation, require all C'tizens of the United 
States, being males of fourteen years and upwards, 
within the Confederate States, and adhering to 
1 he Government of the United States, and ac- 
knowledging the authority of the same, and not 
being citizens of the Confederate States, nor 
within the proviso of the first section of 
this act, to depart from the Confederate States 
within forty days from the date of such 
proclamation; and such perrons remaining with- 
in the Confederate States after that time shall 
become liable to be treated as alien enemies; 
and, in all cases of declared war as aforesaid, 
aliens resideut v itbin the Confederate States, 
who shall become liable as enemies aforesaid, and 
who shall not be chargeable wifh actual hostility 
or other crime against the publi: safety, shall be 
allowed the time for the disposition of their ef- 
fects and for departure, which may he stipulated 
by any treaty with such hostile nation or govern- 
ment, and when n> such treaty may exist, the 
President shall prescribe such tim- as may be 
consistent with the public safety and accord with 
the dictate? of humatiiy and national hospitality. 

Sec. 4. After any declared war, or proclama- 
tion as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of tbe sev- 
eral courts of the Conf< derate Stales and of each 
State having criminal jurisdiction, and of the 
several judge* and justices of the courts of the 
Confederate State?, and they a r e hereby author- 
ized upon complaint agaiust any alien or alien 
enemy as aforesaid, or persons coming under the 
provisions of this act, who shall be resident or re- 
siding in the Confederate States, and at large 
w itbm 1 he jurisdiction of such judge or court, as 
aforesaid, contrary to the intent of this act and of 
the proclamation of the President of the Confed- 
erate States, or the regulations prescribed by him 
id pursuance of this act, to cause such alien or 
alien?, person or persons, as aforesaid, to be duly 
apprehended ard conveyed before such court, 
judge, or justice, for examination; and after a 
full examination and hearing in such complaint, 
and sufficient cause t bereft r appearing, shall or 
may order such alien or aliens, parson or persons, 
to be removed out of the territory of the Con- 
federate States, <r to be otherwise dealt with or 
restrained conformably to the intent of this act; 
and the proclamation or regulations which mav 
be prescribed as aforesaid, and may imprison or 
otherwise secure such alien person until the order 
which shall be made shall be performed. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of tbe Marshal of 
the District in which any alien enemv or person 
offending against the provisions of tins act shall 
be apprehended, who, by the President of the 
Ccn federate States, or by tbe order of any court, 
judge, or justice as aforesaid, shall bo required to 
depart and to be removed as aforesaid, to execute 
ruch order by himself or deputy, or other discreet 
person; and for Mich execution 1 he M.iralial shall 
have the warrant of the President, or the couit, 
or judge, as the case may be. 

We invite the attention of our readers to the 
provisions of this act passed very recently by the 
Congress of tbe Confederate States, published 
in a late number of the Courier. It will be 
oliserved from the 2 d section that President 
Davis is invested with dictatorial powers to the 
tallest sense so far as it may be necessary to 
carry out the above law. Under the provisions 
of this law every citizen of the United States 
“who shall be within the Confederate States” 
is liable to ‘ 11 be apprehended, restrained , or se- 
cured aud removed as an alien enemy " and this 
act applies to every Union man in the seceding 
States who is unwilling to deny his allegiance 
to the United States, and who refuses to make 
a declaration in due form of his intention to 
become a citizen of the Confederate States 
and acknowledge the authority of that Gov- 
ernment. la other words, a Union man in 
East Tennessee or Western Virginia not en- 
gaged in the war, but pursuing in quiet bis 
usual avocation, who refuses to declare his in- 
tention to submit to the authority of the Con- 
federate States, is “liable to be apprehended, 
restrained, or secured and removed * * from his 
State. It U in reality a law which au- 
thorizes the expulsion from his home of every 
Union man residing in the seceding State?. The 
law in question provides that it shall not ex- 
tend “to citizens of the States of Delaware, 
Maryland, Kentucky, Missouri, and of the 
District of Columbia and the Territories of 
Arizona and New Mexico and the Indian Ter- 
ritory south of Kansas, who shall not be 
chargeable with actual hostility or other crime 
against the public safety, and who shall an. 
knowledge the authority of the government of the 
Cot federate Slates .” Who can measure the 
height and length and breadth and depth of the 
intamy of this law? What is meant by the terms 
“actual hostility?” What is meant by the words 
“other crime against the public safety?” Are 
the Union men of Kentucky in “actual hos- 
tility” to the Confederate States? Ia one sense 
they all arc in that condition. According to 
the theory and practice of secession they are all 
guilty of “crimes against the public safety” cf 
the Confederate States. They all refuse to “ac- 
knowledge the authority of the government of 
the Confederate States.” They are all em- 
braced by the above law, and if any one of 
them dare place his foot ti|*on the soil 
of the Confederate States after jhc expiration 
of forty days Iron the issue of the proclaim - 
lion provided for by the 3d section of the above 
act, he is liable to be treated as an alien ene- 
my, who “may be apprehended, restrained, or 
secured and removed,” according to the pleas- 
ure of King Jefferson Davis. We say accord- 
ing to the pleasure of King Jefferson Davis, 
since by the second section of the above law he 
is invested with uncontrolled discretionary |>ow- 
ers, and is authorized to “establish such reg- 
ulations in the premise* os the public safety may 
requue. ” What those regulations shall be, and 
how far “the public safety may require” extra- 
ordinary proceedings, he, King Jefferson Da- 
vis, alone is to determine. He is the exclusive 
judge of wbat the public safety may require. 

If a quiet, peaceable Union citizen of Ken- 
tucky should go to Tennessee after the expira- 
tion of forty days from King Davis's procla- 
mation, he can be “restrained” in prison as 
long as it may suit the pleasure of His Majesty 
Jeff Davis. He is to all intent* and purposes 
tho King of the bouth, and holds in his 
hands the liberties of every Union man 
in the South, His subjects and even his mili- 
tary officers can come into Kentucky and play 
the spy here, an l theu return home un molested. 
But how different is the treatment which the 
above law holds out to Union men of Ken- 
tucky. 

Smcc the world was created, there has been 
no country professing to be free, in which so 
little liberty existed as now exists in the Con- 
federate States. 



tJ'Wc learn of secessionists moving all 
abound the country. They arc passing back- 
wards and forwards between this city and Lex- 
ington and Frankfort and Nashville. Some of 
them come here and stop at hotels without 
registering their names. We wonder what 
they arc after. Certainly no good. 

These men are afraid of the action of the 
next Legislature, and have determined to drag 
Kcntucgy into war in some way as soon as 
possible. They arc trying to stir up excite- 
ment because some two thousand native Ivcn- 
tuckians have encamped upon their own soil un- 
der the Hag of their own country for their own 
defence. Our opponents know perfectly well that 
self-defence and only self-defence is the object 
of the encampment in Garrard. But they care 
not for that. As a cover for sonic villainous, 
devilish scheme to bring war to Kentucky, 
they arc raising a great outcry about the viola- 
tion of “neutrality” by the Union men of 
Kentucky when they know that no such viola- 
tion is intended. When the doctrine of neu- 
trality was first announced, it meant no more 
nor legs than that Kentucky as a State should 
not furnish men in the existing war. While 
we have often expressed the wi&h that the lime 
might never arrive when any oue would deem 
it necessary to have an encampment of Federal 
troops in Kentucky, wc have never dreamed 
nor has any man of sense ever dreamed that 
our neutrality would be violated if Kentuckians 
should choose to enlist upon their soil under 
the Hag of their country. Indeed the last 
Legislature ex presBly repudiated this construc- 
tion of neutrality. The Union men of Ken- 
tucky never thought of denying this constitu- 
tional right to any Kentuckian; and it is the 
highest impudence in secessionists to talk about 
driving out of the State or dispersing native- 
born Kentuckians assembled for the protection 
of themselves, their State, and their country, 
and violating no law, State or Federal. 

Wa believe that the attempt of secessionists 
to create an excitement in regard to this mat- 
ter will prove an ignominous failure. Let 
them beware what they do or attempt to do. 
The Union men of Kentucky thoroughly un- 
derstand their game, and will submit to no in- 
dignity, come what will. They have already 
borne us much as they mean to bear. They 
are sick and tired of attempts to bully and 
scare them, and do not intend to be taken un- 
awares as their brethren in the seceding States 
have been; and Secessionists, from the Gover- 
nor down, may as well understand now and 
forever, that, when they attempt to drive away 
or disperse native Kentuckians assembled upon 
their own soil under the Hag of their country 
for self-defence, they may expect bloody work. 
Aud whenever they shall attempt to stop arms 
coming to Kentucky for Union men, they may 
expect the same sort of work. The Union 
men of Kentucky will npl submit ^o ^py such, 
indignity; they will resist* it at whatever cost. 
The Union men of Kentucky desire most earn- 
estly peace in every part of the Slate. We 
hope they will not bo disappointed. If seccs> 
sionists introduce war into our midst, upon 
their heads will rest a fearful responsibility. 

To the Union men, young and old, we say, 
stand Jit m. Fcrmit no secession trick or de- 
vice to alarm or terylv you. At onee and 
without delay, prepar^yourselvesato 1114*11 any 
possible danger. Be prudent, gtspect the rights 
of all, but, at the same Hin^> by tio act or 
word allow secession conspirators to suppose 
that you will stop to count the cost when your 
rights and liberties are assailed. 



The K. G. C.’s— The State Guard.— 

We have good authority for saying that some 
of the K. G. C.’s, we know not how many, 
paraded with the State Guard at their late 
muster in this city, although not members of 
that organization. Perhaps however all of 
the Knights of the Golden Circle arc permit- 
ted to consider themselves as belonging to the 
State Guard de officio. 

Two of the Knights of the Golden Circle, 
whose names have been left with us, and who 
paraded with the State Guard, have now in 
their possession State arms, given them (not 
loaned) by members of the Guard. One of 
them has a couple of the State guns, and the 
other has one. The Knight, who has the two 
guns, offered recently to make a present of one 
of them to a relative, a good Union man, who 
scorned to accept a weapon coming from such 
a source. This intermingling of Knights of 
tbe Golden Circle and members of the State 
Guard in a military parade and this giving 
away of the State arms by the Guard to the 
Knights to be proffered by the latter to their 
relatives show how utterly and irretrievably 
the State Guard is demoralized. 

A very general expectation prevails that the 
next Legislature will disband the State 
Guard and call in the State arms now 
in their possession, but we have in- 
formation, which leaves no doubt in our 
minds that a very considerable propor- 
tion of the Guard, anticipating such a meas- 
ure, have resolved among themselves that they 
will not obey tho call. Their design is to put 
the weapon* out of their hands betimes, to 
send them to the Southern Confederacy, to 
hide them, or to grasp them in bold defiance of 
law. All who execute or attempt to execute 
such a flagitious design will thereby make 
themselves thieves and robbers, and they shall 
be branded as such so far as we can brand 
them and probably so far as the law and its 
ministers can brand them. It would be 
the part of prudence for every young man, 
whose friends have hopes of him or who has 
hopes of himself, every young man who is not 
utterly reckless as to his future, to consider 
well what is likely to be tbe end of that career 
of crime which commences with the robbery 
ot the State Arsenal.

WGov. Magoffin has sent two Lexington 
gentlemen, Frank Hunt and W. A. Dudley, 
as Commissioners from himself to President 
Lincoln to ask of him the speedy breaking up 
of tho U. S. camps in Garrard cdunty.

Things in the First District. — Our 
article ot yesterday relative to affairs in the 
First District of Kentucky had gone to press 
before we knew that Judge Williams and Mr 
Bolinger, trom Mayfield, were in the city. 
The materials of that article were however 
compiled from the most authentic sources. 
Wc now learn from these gentlemen, that, im- 
mediately after the abduction and murder of 
.lones, the most absurd and villainous false- 
hoods were put in circulation — among these 
that Jones, before being shot, told at the Union 
City Encampment that there was a secret 
league among some 330 Union men, with 
Judge Wiliams at their head, the object of 
which was to destroy secessionists and their 
property— murder and rob them. 

Another most wicked work was the forg 
ing of a letter purporting to have been 
written from Cairo, III., to some friend 
in Graves and to develop a plot to abduct the 
negroes of Col. Smith, Mr. McLure, and Mr. 
Hester, three prominent farmers and large 
slaveholders, and staliog that Beadles, Ander- 
son, and Bolinger were accomplices, who might 
be consulted and relied on. This letter on its 
face shows it to be the work of a ready pen- 
man and scholar, yet the hand writing and 
spelling arc disguised. It was dropped in the 
immediate neighborhood of Messrs. Smith 
McLure, and Hester, and had ne ther envelope, 
post -mark, address, nor signature. This vil- 
lainy was done immediately after the guns 
were taken from Mayfield and whilst a most 
exasperated state of feeling existed. 

The object ol these things is quite apparent. 
The -absurd and wicked leport as to Judge 
Williams was evidently for the purpose of di- 
verting public attention from the foul murder 
of Jones, and to get up a mob and have 
the Judge murdered. He grew up from 
childhood in that district, and his purity 
ot character, which is well known over tho 
whole State, forbids the idea that a single 
sane man could give credence to such reports; 
but, in these revolutionary times, it is suffi- 
cient to invent any wicked slander and give it 
c irrency to have it acted on. As to Mem*. 
Beadles, Anderson, and Bolinger, they are all 
pro-slavery men and slaveholders, aod are 
prominent, respectable, responsible citizens, 
all reared In Graves county; and, the wicked 
design of the guilty author of the forged letter 
being apparent, the thing wa/ so rediculously 
absurd that it did not even excite the sus- 
picions of the community.

We give some details elsewhere in reference to 
the organization of the Mompbis Southern Steam- 
boat men s Association. 

The favorite steamer Trio, Cap*. Dickinson, 
will leave this port for Madison and Carrollton at 
noon to day. Messrs. Murdock and Owens are 
the clerks. 

The Southern Steam boatmen’s Associa- 
tion. — We have received a copy of the constitu- 
tion and by laws of the Memphis Southern 
Sieaml*oatmen s Association, an organization 
which has existed in Memphis ft >r a short time, 
and it is to be b' ped that its career will be brief. 
The preamble reads as followr: 

Whereas, Self-preservation is the first law of 
niture, and the exigencies of the times requi-e 
that the 8tesml>oatmen of Memphis and of the 
•South generally, should adopt suih measures as 
will protect them in the future in the rights and 
privilege? attached to their calling; and, where- 
as, the present condition of p dilical affairs — the 
ni'hless attempt of the North to subjugate the 
8 >uth — the deadly hostility and the barbaric cru- 
elty exhibited by the hirelings in their efforts to 
accomplish that object, would seem to compel the 
citizens of the S>uih to retort up*-n their enemies 
and forever to deny to them, in this secti >n, the 
privileges which they enjoyed previous to the 
election of a Black Republican Preeilent, whose 
acts <-f tyranny they now endorse; and, where- 
as, the steainboatmen of Memphis, and such 
oth- r • as are loyal to the South, with a desire to 
protect their future interests, do hereby form 
themselves into an Association for that purpose. 

The following qualifications for membership 
are jet fort! : 

Any owner of any steamboat, any officer of any 
boat, or any person directly interested in the 
*>r *peritv of the commerce of the Mississippi 
Sliver and its tributaries, whose business is con- 
nected with Memphis, who bears a good moral 
character, and who can produce satisfactory evi- 
dence of his loyalty to the South in her struggle 
for indeperdence, may become members of this 
Association upon the payment of the sum of $10. 

Each member of this Association shall immedi- 
ately after his election as such, subscribe to the 
Constitution and take upon himself the following 
obligation: 

“I, , hereby solemnly fledge my- 

self, to the extent of my ability, to forward the 
objects of the “Memphis Southern Steamho«t- 
men s Association; " to report all boatmen to the 
Executive Committee running to and from Mem- 
phis, whom 1 know or have good reason to believe 
to be disloyal to the South, anti abide by 'he de- 
cisions of a majority of the members of this As- 
sociation. i, furthermore, protniso that 1 will 
not employ or countenance in any manner what- 
ever any man or men w hose disloyalty has been 
proven, and that 1 will use all honorable means 
in my power to prevent others from employing 
them in these waters, or in any wav countenanc- 
ing such parries.” 

The following resolution was unanimously 
adopted by the Committee: 

Itesofred , That the loyal Southern steamlioat- 
men in St. Louis, Lou is \ ille, and Now Orleans be 
iuvited to form similar associations in those citie*, 
and to open correspondence with us. 

Steam boatmen* — The Southern Confed- 
eracy — J edge Ha edemas, &c. — The fol- 
lowing communication seems to deserve par- 
ticular attention in the quarters for which it is 
intended:

In Saturday morning’s Journal, under the head 
cf River and Steamboat News. I find some |in- 
teresting items copied from the Memphis Ava- 
lanche, in regaid to a meeting of Southern steam- 
boatmen, held in the city of Memphis Tennessee, 
August 14, 1861. It seems from the report of the 
>roteedings that a letter was read from Mr. 
Chamagne, asking the meeting to suspend judg- 
ment in regard to Lnuhville steamboat men until 
he (Chamagne) could get an answer to a letter 
address* d to the iditor of the 1. uisville Courier

How do the pilots and engineers of Louisville 
like the terms dictated by the Southern Steam- 
boatmen, and the Land- lubber Judge they have 
selected to sit in judgment upon their loyalty? 
Won’t they go at once and give their names, so 
that the}' can go on this Southern record, estab- 
lished in Memphis, to contain the true men of the 
craft who will stand by the South? It is to be 
hoped that all steaml*oatmen, pilots, and en- 
gineers, whose sympathies run that way, will go 
to his Judgship. Haldeman, and at once give him 
their names. It may he a matter of iotereat to 
the U. S. Government to know how many of the 
profession would like a renewal of their licences 
when their old onfs expire, and an inquiry may 
spring up as to show some of these engineers and 
pilots have conducted themselves while carrying 
said U S. licences in their pockets. 

Don’t fl it ter yourselves, gentlemen of the pro- 
fession, that your Government is asleep, and 
that it is not already known who among you 
have taken an oath to support the Southern Con- 
federacy to enjoy the privilege of running a boat 
in their jurisdiction, and, when returned to your 
homes in poor despised Kt ninety, enjoyed thn 
rights and privileges of loyal citizens, even to 
voting at our recent election.

TI1K LATE VOTE— THE PEACE CRY -TAXATION 
AND THE DUTY OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

Mt. Sterling, August 19, 1861. 

There is one fact that seems to be overlook **d 
by our friends and the press, and that i «, that in 
the Sixth Congressional District, Mr. Dunlap, 
the Union candidate, had no rogular opposition, 
consequently the vote of the secessionists in that 
District was not drawn out in the Juno election. 
In the August election this vote was cast, and 
now enters into the general count as so mm h 
gain for them. Thi « of course is not fair. From 
worn* c ilculalions 1 have made based upon such 
news os I have fo far received, 1 tliiok the cfliti-al 
comparison of the aggregate vote of the two par- 
ties of the State for candidates for the Legisla- 
ture will show a state of affairs most gratifying 
to the Union men. Instead of losing 20,000, it 
will show that we have lost nothing, but ac'ually 
gained — that in, if we make due allowance for 
the e.\i fence of the unpolled necesri >n vote of 
he Sixth District in .tune.

Of course, this n 
nothing but a near cut to all trie ends an»l pur- 
poses of the Yancey Davis traitors. 1 heir con- 
dition of peace is the recognition of Ihe so-called 
Confederate States. This Kentucky will not sub- 
mit to — it means for her a standing army and 
eternal war. It may mean peace to the au- 
thors of this unholy war on the govern- 
ment — the Cotton Spates — hut to Kentucky, aris- 
ing out of her liorder position, it is death, eternal 
devastation and ruin. No true Union man will 
want pence on such conditions. It will be the 
end of all government on American soil. Noth- 
ing is secure, nothing is safe. The principle of 
secession, once recognized, must destroy every- 
thing. Self-government — the rule of the people's 
voice— will be at an end; must be at an end. One 
of two things we must have then— a government 
above and stronger than the people, or license 
and anarchy. This is inevitable if the Govern- 
ment of Washington falls. So the issue is on the 
one side peace, a free government, and libert} ; 
on the other tyranny and oppression, the voice of 
the people denied, one continual war, license and 
anarchy. The first our fathers gave us, and it is 
a question for us whether we will maintain it at 
any sacrifice of property and blood, the price 
which they paid for it. And here, quear: Those 
who were opposing their efforts and helping tho 
British to defeat them w-ere called torier; they 
succeeded in spite of the British and the tories, 
and are those who are now trying to break d »wn 
-this work of our fathers, as are the secessionists 
incur midst, doing, not occupying precisely the 
same position as did the South Carolina and other 
toiies of the Revolution? If the one was a tory, 
so must be the other now. The one tried to pro- 
vent the establishment of a freo government ard 
the other is trying to pull it down, and destroy 
it after it was established. 

Our secession friends are very active since the 
election here. They have their pic-nics nearly 
every other day, on which occations Judge 
Moore, Tom Hazel rigg, and Harry Daniel usu- 
ally evaporate , their gas of demagog ism. Their 
theme is peace and direct taxation.

Now, is not the interest to which this 
fund was given, the one that ought lo suffer in 
preference to any other in our efforts to raise the 
money required of us hv the Government? And, 
anyhow, every other interest in Ihe State is now 
suffering, and wbv should not the school interest 
putter equally with the others? Is it hecau-e it 
is managed so admirably and is accomplishing so 
much good? As ono wh > has been connected with 
the common school system in the opacity of 
commissioner, and, therefore, had opportunities 
of knowing, I say the whole system is a sliain and 
a cheat, is badly managed, partial, and does not 
accomplish the object it was intended to accom- 
plish. 

With all their clamor against an increarc of 
taxation, the secessionists really want the in- 
crease. There is nothing that they would depre- 
cate more than for the Legislature to act upon 
the idea 1 have thrown out. They have their 
hearts fixed upon making capital out of the mat- 
ter, and nothing could make them more indig- 
nant than for the Legislature lo show a wise ap- 
preciari m of the condition of the people and be 
influenced by s prudent policy. It would blast 
the last hope thev have of producing civil war 
in our midst ard taking Kentucky out of the 
Unnn.

The Law of Blockade.— The New York 
World discusses the question relating to the 
blockade and neutrality, and settles it very sat 
isfactorily. We condense Its argument: 

The law of blockade, it says, relates only to 
two independent nations at war with one anoth- 
er and nations at peace with both the belliger- 
ents, and is inapplicable to a recognized nation 
when a portion of its territory or people are in a 
state of revolt against its authority. 

The public journals seem to consider it as a 
matter of right for England or France to enter 
and trade with any of tho Southern ports within 
the States in revolt, provided they cm steal in or 
the blockade he inefficient. 

As a matter of sovereign right the government 
of the United States may open as many of her 
ports to the trade of foreign nations as she deems 
fur her interest, and keep as many closed, and no 
other nationality has a right to question her con- 
duct. 

As it is now understood, the ports of all the re- 
volted States are closed, nrd are no longer ports 
of entry of the United States. These ports are, 
then, in the same condition as other ports un- 
recognized by law in the States which have not 
revolted. 

Supposing Congress bad included, in the law 
closing the Southern ports, all the ports of Mas- 
sichusetts, New Hampshire, and Maine, could 
England and France claim that, unless an effec- 
tive blockade was maintained as to them, their 
trade could not be prohibited, ard that States at 
peace should be treat* d as belligerents? 

Every independent nation has an unrestricted 
right to institute its own revenue laws, and for 
that purpose may open such ports of its own to 
foreign or domestic trade as it may think its in- 
terests require, and any violation of its regula- 
tions, either by its own citizers or those of for- 
eign nations, by introducing goods and opening 
and carrying on trade with unauthorized ports or 
territories, is smuggling, and may he punished as 
such. 

Thus it appears that the naval force the United 
States has employed along the coast is not a 
blockade, but a coast guard lo prevent smuggling 
and the violation of the United States revenue 
laws, and to crush out Jeff Davis’s accredited pi- 
racy. 

It is also true, and it follows as a corollary from 
bat ha3 been said, that neither England nor 
France has a right, under the 6anctiou of inter- 
national law, at present to treat the government 
of the United States and the so-called Confederate 
States as belligerents, and themselves assume the 
position of neutrals; and that, if either of them 
enter any of the prohibited ports under such pre- 
tence, they place themselves in the condition of 
a uation of smugglers, and subjoct this illicit 
commerce to the seizure and condemnation of the 
vessels engaged in it, with their cargoes. Eng- 
land and France will probably hesitate long be- 
fore they take a statd so hostile lo us and so ut- 
terly at variance with j istice and every principle 
of international law. And it is hardly conceiv- 
able that, until the commercial nations of the 
world are prepared either to occupy the ground 
of open and undisguised hostility to the United 
States or to openly and unconditional!}' recognize 
the it dependent nationality of the Confederate 
States, thrv will disregard and defy our laws 
closing the Southern ports of entry.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

THE CONTRABAND QUESTION. 
Gentlemen: I from day to day observe in the 
columns of your most useful journal sundry let- 
ters from driaatistied persons in regard to the 
shipment of goods which ere supposed to find 
their way into the seceded States. One of those 
letter**, in your iseu* of yesterday, seemed even 
to ref! jet upon the Surveyor of this port, who i* 
certainly performing the very trying Juries de- 
olved upon him with a discretion which could 
not well be improved upon. 

Your correspondent turely does not reflect upon 
the very great diflicultie* which lie in the wav of 
effectually suppressing: all smuggling by wagons 
across the country. Nothing short of an army of 
mounted and armed pat rulers, passing to and fro 
cross th« country, searching the passing vehicles, 
mid effectually put a stop to the wagon business. 
Such a patrol and inquisition to which t he pe< pie of 
Kentucky are so little used, would produce fearful 
irritation, and probably frequent collision, con- 
tributing largely to forward the schemes of the 
precipitators. 

The writer has had some sad experience in re- 
gard to the matters in question. He has seen, 
and felt, and encountered, and sunk under, much 
of the evil involved in the schemes of those who 
succeeded in precipitating his own State (of Ten- 
nessee) into a terrible and ruinous revolution; 
and he ought to be prepared to judge of the 
probable moral effect of such causes as those to 
which he refers. 1 he quiet and peace of Ken- 
tucky are worth much more to the cause of good 
government than would be lost by allowing the 
small amount of goods in question to go forward. 

I say the small amount — for the amount is ex - 
cecdingly small in comparison with the wants of 
the Southern States. Those who think the 
amount is large, are not informed concerning the 
enormous demands of the commerce of those 
States in times of peace. There are business 
houses in Nashville which buy as much as a 
thousand bags of coffee at one time in a period 
of peape ard proeperity, and that too to supply 
the trade of onlv a mere fraction of the country 
which now seek* occasional morsels of supply in 
that market. All the coffee which now finds its 
way to that city and Memphis within a month, 
through Kentucky, would not he a large stock for 
a single one of their larger houses in ordinary 
times. The case is similar with other articles — 
all other nectaries. 

Now, would it l>e serving well the cause of the 
Government to exasperate the people of Ken- 
tucky, and perhaps destroy her peace, and pre- 
cipitate her into revolution by placing patrols all 
along her principal roads, and special agents with 
companies of armed men at all her railroad de- 
pots, to prevent the parage of an amount of 
goods into the rebellious S'ates, not half enough 
to supply the wants of the ordinary commerce 
of a single one of those States? I think not. 

I think the selection of Mr. Cotton for the po 
sit ion he occupies has been one of the most fortu- 
nate acts of the Government. No man can claim 
more integrit y, while he is performing his difficult 
duties with a judgment, discretion, and suav i 
iur in niodo which could have been found in the 
qualifications of very few others. He is placed 
between two tires On the one hand be is bos* t 
by over zealous embargo men, and on the other by 
very importunate merchants from Southern Ken- 
tucky whose legitimate trade is increased by the 
accession of the trade of many of their fellow 
Kentuckiane who formerly bought gooda and sold 
produce in Nashville and Clarksville.

Several inlets on our 
coast, which our enemies know like a book, from 
surveys in their possession, are equally unpro- 
tected. 

2 In two months more they will not fear our 
climate. By that time they might he ready t > 
make a sudden descent and find ua unprepared. 

3. A Email force might eject them, if ready to 
go at once; when, if we have to wait, a much 
larger one will become necessary. 

4. By organizing and drilling infantry and 
guerrillas at borne, there will be no need toe II 
upon the President for troops, and a feint from the 
enemv would not injure our Virginia operations. 

There are many, who are so situated that they 
cannot enlist for the war. who would willingly 
organize to go for a few months, if necessary, to 
defend the coast. 

We earnestly hope that the Governor will soon 
have companies organized for this purpose all 
over the State. Capt. Cain b*s a company drill- 
ing for this purpose in this county, and we un- 
derstrnd that Gov B»nwn baa accepted them as 
State troops to deferd the coast, and is much 
pleaded with the plan. Capt. Harris has also a 
company of mounted rangers, with double-barrel 
shot-guns for home defence. If every county 
will imitate the example of Old Hanc**ck, we 
would have 13,000 drilled troops in the field at the 
command of the Governor, ready to operate at 
any point on a brief warning. Will not the edi- 
tors throughout the State urge this thing on the 
peopb ?

Reg ul A nous Rf.spk* tin*; Alien Enemies. — 
The following regulations are hereby established 
respecting alien enemies, under the provisions of 
an act approved 8th August, 1861, entitled “An 
Act respecting alien enemies: " 

1. Immediately after the expiration of the 
term of forty day* from the date of the foregoing 
proclamarion, it shall he the duty of the several 
District Attorneys, Marshals, and other officers 
of the Confederate S ates, to make complaint 
against any aliens and alien enemies coming 
within the purview of the act aforesaid, to the 
end that the several Courts of the Con federate 
State*, and of each State having jurisdiction, 
may order the removal of such aliens or alien 
enemies beyond the territory of the Confederate 
States, or their restraint or confinement according 
to the terms of a d law. 

2 The Marshals of the Confederate States are 
hereby directed to apprehend all aliens agairst 
whom complaint-* may be made und»r said law. 
and to hold them in strict custody until the fin-1 
order of the Court, tsk : ng special care that such 
aliens obtain no information that could possibly 
be made useful to the enemv. 

3. Whenever the removal of anv alien beyond 
the limits of the Confederate States is rrlered hv 
any competent au'hority, under the provisions of 
the said law*, the Marshal shall proceed to execute 
the order in perron, orbydepiitj , or other discreet 
person, in such manner as to prevent the alien so 
removed from ob’aining any information that 
cmld lie used to the prejudice of the Confederate 
States 

4 Anv alien who shell return to these States 
during the w-ar, after having be«D removed ther- - 
from under the provi ions of said law, shall be re- 
garded and treated as an alien enemy, and, if made 
prisoner, shall be at oi.ee delivered over to the 
nearest military authority, to be dealt with as 
spy or as a prisoner uf war, as the case may re- 
quire.

Washington, August 19. 
Commander Hickley, of the Bri ish shin Glad- 
iator. has sent a note to Commodore Stringham, 
which has been forwarded to the Navy Depart- 
ment, representing that the blockade is open at 
the entrance of Cape Fear, Wilmington, and alro 
from the ports of Beaufort and Ocraco Inlet to 
Pamlico Sound, along the coast of North Caro- 
lina. 

Oath of Fidelity. 

The oath of fidelity was this morning taken by 
all the clerks in the lower room of the Treasury 
building, without objection on the part of any 
one. 

T. A. R. Nelson Released. 

Congressman Nelson ha*< been released from 
captivity in Richmond. He is only at large on 
parole. His colleague Mr. Bridges was ensnared 
last week, and is under mililury arrest. While 
on his way hero, travelling to Kentucky, to 
which Slate one hurdred of his constituents es- 
corted him. a messenger, with Ihe news of the 
iiloess of his family, induced him to turn his 
h *rse and ride into an ambuscade of Tennessee- 
ans within three miles of Ihe line. 

Ja8. S. Wadsworth, yielding lo the entreaties 
of Gen. Scott, has accepted the commission of 
Brigadier General. 

Thirteen U. S. vessels, seven of them steam- 
ers, carrying 2,000 men, are expected here with- 
in IQ or ©0 days, and will l»e added to the block- 
ading force. From the Brazil rquadron the 
frigate Congress and another is expected daily. 
From the African rquadron, three vessels, one 
the Mohican, equal lo the Iroquois, rhould l>« 
here early in September. The China rquadron 
will arrive a month later. 

The Fotomac Flotilla. 

(Special to the New York Herald.] 

The vessels of the Potomac Flotilla have been 
recall ed. There are now on duty in the vicinity 
of Aqttia Creek eight U. S. vessels. Three more 
have just arrived at the navy yard and will be 
added to the fleet. The Baltimore brought up 
from Old Point, 20 launches capable of carrying 
twenty men and one 12-pound howitzer each* for 
shoal water service and to complete the river po- 
lice.

Grain-Dock Destroyed. 

Buffalo, Aug. 20. 

Steinberg a grain dock elevator was burned 
laat night and a large amount of grain destroyed, 
variously stated at from 50,000 to 100,000 bush- 
els. The building was insured for $20,000. 

Arrival of the Pony Express. 

Outer Telegraph Station, 80 miles west 
of Ft. Kearney, Aug. 19 — 1’he Pony Express, 
with San Francisco dates to thelOth iust , passed 
here at 3 P. M. to dav. 

The steamer Sonora, for Panama, took $858,000 
in specie. A lire occurred at Sonora, 'luolumie 
countv on the 7ih, destroying property valued at 
$8 LOCK). 

The Overland Telegraph Company have ex- 
tended their line to Ruse River, 140 miles east of 
Fort Churchill. All the wire required for the 
line between Carson City and Salt Lake has gone 
cut on the road. 

Another Peace Newspaper Office Destroyed. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 20. 

The Jetlersonian newspaper office in Westches- 
ter was quietly visited by a crowd last night and 
cleaned out. There was no disturbance. Most 
of the residents of the place were ignorant of 
what was going on until the work was effected. 

Rumors are afloat of the arrest of suspected 
cl izens, hut that of Pierce Bulhr is believed to 
be the only one made.

Missouri Guerillas. 

Jefkkbson City, Mo , Aug. 20. 

As the train which left Syracuse this in *rniog, 
having oo board 25 passengers and about 250 U. 

S. soldiers, pass'd a point two miles west of 
Lookout station, about thirty shots were fired at 
it from behind a wood pile, killing one cf tho 
troops and wounding six, one of them morlallv. 
The conductor, who was sitting on the top of the 
locomotive cab, hid his hat perforated by a ball. 

The train was stopped about half a mile from 
the point of attack and 200 soldiers were put off 
and sent after the miscreants. One of the seces- 
sionists is known to have been killed. 

Massachusetts Troops. 

Bos*! ox, Aug. 20. 

The second and fourth battalions of lioaton 
have voted unst i>nously to t If nr their services to 
the government for three months. 

Governor Andrews, in a brief prealamat o i, 
calls on Ihe cifi/AliS of Massachusetts to come 
forward and fill llio regiments already accepted 
for the war. Between three and four thousand 
men will be forwarded during tho week. 

Guerilla parties are scouring the country in all 
directions in the counties west of here, seizing 
j roperty and arresting prominent persons. 

Jefferson City, Aug. 20. 

The following proclamation, issued at Spring 
field, has been receive*! here: 

To the People of Missouri: 

Fellow Citizens: The army under my com- 
mand has been organized under the laws of the 
Slate for the protection of your homes and fire- 
sides, and for the maintenance of the rights, dig- 
nity, and hooor of Misxmri. It is kept in the 
field for those purposes alone, to aid iu accomplish- 
ing them. 

Our gallant Southern brothers have come into 
our Slate. With them we have ju«t achieved a 
glorious victory over the foe; scattered far and 
wide the well appointed army which the usurper 
at Washington has been nvre Ilian six month) 
in gathering for your subjugation ami enslave- 
ment. This v iclory frees a large portion of the 
Slate from the power of the invaders and restores 
it to the protection of Hie army. 

It consequently becomes my duty to assure you 
that it is mv firm detei minarion to protect every 
peaceable and law-abiding citizen in the full en- 
joyment of all his rigbt-j, whatever may have 
been bis sympathies in the present unhappy 
struggle, if be has not taken active part in tne 
cruel warfare which has been waged agaiust the 
good people of this State by the ruthless enemies 
whom we baveju.it defeated. 

I therefore invite all good citizens to return to 
their homes and the practice of their ordinary 
avocations, with the full assurance that they, 
their families, their homes, and their property 
6ball be carefully protected. 

I, at the same time, warn evil disposed per- 
sons who may support tho usurpations of any one 
claiming to be previsional or temporary Gover- 
nor of Missouri, or who shall in any other wav 
give aid or comfort to the enemy, that they will 
be held as enemies and treated accordingly.

Much excitement 
exists among the people west of here, and many 
of them are leaving their homos. 

It is said that Col. Staples can concentrate a 
force of 3,000 men. ard will co-operate in a move- 
ment on this city. Should one be determined 
upon, we have about 3 500 troops here now, which 
force will doubtless be considerably augmented in 
a few days. 

Enlistments in New York. 

New York, Aug. 20. 

Troops are being forwarded in great numbers by 
every conveyance, and by Saturday next about 
75.500 men] in addition to those already there, 
will be in the Capital from the ten States just 
called on by the Secretary of War. Enlistments 
are now made rapidly, the Secretary s order hav 
ing given fresh stimulus.

Thompson's army, in which 
the Federal forces were victorious, completely 
routing the enemy, killing forty and taking sev- 
enteen pri. one s. The loss on our side was one 
killed. Wm. P. Sharp, of company A, was 
among the wounded; Col. Dougherty wasslightlv 
wounded; Lieutenant Colonel Ransom was shot 
in the shoulder, not seriously; Captain Johnson, 
of company A, was shot in the leg; Geo. G. Perrv 
was slightly wound'd in the arm. 

The wourded are doing well. 

Capt. Noleman. with fifty mounted men, left 
Bird’s Point, at about six o’clock last evening, for 
Charleston, to join the forces under Dougherty. 
He failed to form a junction with Dougherty, but 
met a party of rebel*, about one hundred strong, 
and gave them battle, killing twelve and taking 
three prisoners and capturing thirty- five horses, 
without the loss of a man.

Passed at the First Session of the 37 th Congress . 

[Public — No. 41. | 

AN ACT supplementary to an act entitled “An 
act to authorize a National Loan, and for other 
purposes.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the. United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the Secretary of the 
Treasury is hereby authorized to issue bonds of 
the Uuited States, bearing interoat at six per 
centum per annum, and payable at the pleasure 
of the United States after twenty years from 
date; and if aoy holder of Treasurv notes, hear- 
ing interest at the rate of seveu and three-tenths 
per centum, which may be issued under the au- 
thority of the act to authorize a national loan 
and for other purposes, approved July *®'!® ‘ 
teenth, eighteen hundred and sixty-oi^ sh 
deeire to exchange the same for said bon , 

Secretary of the Treasury may, at ar L v , 
fore or at the maturity of said Treasur\ n 
issue to said holder, in payment thereof , an 
amount of said bonds equal to th. amount which 
at the lime of such payment or exchan,,., mi, 
l.e due on said Treasury notes; but no jrach i bonds 

shall be issued for a lea, sum than live hundred 

dollars, nor shall the whole amount of such bonds 
exceed the whole amount of Treasury notes bear- 
ing seven and three-tenths per centum mtereet, 
issued under said act; and any part of the Treas- 
ury notes payable on demand, authorized by said 
act may be made payable by the Assistant 
Treasurer at Saint Louis, or by the depositary at 

^*Sec. 2. And be tl further nuicted, That the 
Treasury notes irsned under the provisions of the 
said act to authorize a national loan, and for oth- 
er purposes, or of any other act now in force au 
thorizing the issue of such notes, shall he signed 
by the Treasurer of the United States, or by s rare 
officer of the Treasury Department, designated 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, for said Treas- 
urer, and countersigned by the Register of the 
Treasury, or by some olficer of the Treasury De- 
partment, designated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for said Register, and no Treasury 
notes, issued under any act, shall require the seal 
of the Treasury Department. 

Sec. 3. And be U further enacted. That so 
much of the act to which this is suplementary as 
limits the denomination of a portion of the Treas- 
ury notes authorized by said act at not less than 
ten dollars, be and is so modified as to authorize 
the Secretary of the Treasury to fix the deuom- 
nation of said notes at not less than live dollars. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That, in ad 
dition to the amount heretofore appropriated, the 
sum of one buodred thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, be and the same is 
hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury uot otherwise appropriated, to pay such 
expenses, commissions, or compensation as may 
be necestary, in the judgment of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, to carry into execution the provi- 
sions of this’ act, and of the act to which this is 
supplementary. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted. That the 
Treasury notes authorized by the act to which 
this in supplementary, of a less demur nation than 
fifty dollars, payable on demand without interest, 
anil not exceeding in amount the sum of fifty 
irillnofl of dollars, shall be receivable in payment 
of public dues. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted , That the 
provisions of the act entitled “An uct to provide 
for the better organization of the Treasury, and 
for the collection, safe keepog, transfer, and dis 
bursements of the public revenue,” passed August 
six, eighteen hundred and forty six, be and tbo 
rame are hereby suspended, so far as to allow the 
Secretary of the Treasury to deposit any of the 
moneys obtained on any of the loans now author- 
ized by law, to tbe credit of the Treasurer of the 
United State?, ia such solvent specie- paying 
banks as ho may select; and tbe aei l moneys, so 
deposited, may ue withdrawn from such depo i 
fi r deposit with the regular authorized deposita- 
ries, or for the payment of public due?, or paid in 
redempt inn of tbe notes authorized to be issued 
under thh act, or the act to which this it supple- 
mentary, payable on demand, as may seem ex- 
pedient to, or be directed by, the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the 
Secretary of tBe Treasury may sell or negol i tie 
f» i my por- i m of the loan provided for in the act 
to which this is supplementary, bonds payable 
not more than twenty years from date, and bear 
isg interest not exceeding :ix per centum per 
annum, paptbio semi annually, at any rate not 
less than the equivalent, of par, for the bonds 
bearing seveu per centum interest, authorized by 
sai l act.

AN ACT ruppleroentary to an act entitled “An 
act to increase the present military' establish- 
ment of the United States, approved July 
twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and sixty-one. 
Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep 
rtsentalives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, that it shall be lawful for 
tbo President of tbe United States, during the 
existing insurrection and rebellion, upon the re- 
commendation of the Lieutenant-General com 
mandiog the army of the United States, or of any 
Major-General of the logular army r*f the United 
States, commanding forces of the United States 
in the field, to appoint such number of aides- de- 
ci m p, in addition to those now authorized by law, 
as the exigencies of the service may, in tbe opin- 
ion of the President, require; such aides- de camp 
to bear respectively tbe rank and authority of 
captains, mujjrs, lieutenant-colonels, or colonels 
of the regular army as the President may direct 
and to receive the same pay and allowances as are 
provided by existing laws for otlicers of cavalry 
of corresponding rank. The President shall cause 
all r.ides-de camp appointed under this act to be 
dischirged whenover they shall cease t*» be em 
ployed in active service, an t he may reduce the 
number so employed whenever he may deem it 
expedient so to do. Any officers of the regular 
p.rmy appointed aides-de-camp under this act, and 
detached or assigned to duty fur service as such, 
shall upon their discharge resume their positions 
in the regular army*, and shall he entitled to the 
same rank and promotion as if they had continued 
to serve in their own regiments or corps.

AN ACT supplementary to an act entitled “A 
act to protect the commerce of the United 
States, and puuish the crime of piracy'.” 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of llepre 
ut at ices of the United States of America in emi-

.-hall be built, purchased, fitted out in whole or 
in part, or held for tbe purpose of being employed 
in the commission of any piratical aggression, 
fearcb, rostra iot, depredation, or seizure, or in 
the commission of an_v other act of piracy, a3 de 
fined bv the law of nations, shall be liable to be 
captured and brought into any' port of the Unit- 
States if found upon tbe high seas, or to be seiz 
ed if found in any port or place w itbin tbe United 
States, whether the same shall have actually 
^riled upon any piratic il expedition or not, and 
whether any act of piracy shall have been com- 
mitted or attempted upon or from such vessel or 
boat or not; and any such vessel or boat may lie 
adjudged and condemned, if captured by a vessel 
authorized as hereinafter mentioned, to the use of 
i he United States and to that of the captors, and 
if seized by a collector, surveyor, or marshal, 
then to tbe use of the United States, after due 
process and trial, in like manner as is provided in 
Hcction four of the act to which this act is sup- 
plementary. which section is hereby made in all 
respects applicable to cases arising ucdsr this act. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That tbe Fresi 
dent of the United States be and hereby is au 
thorized to instruct tbe commanders of the public 
armed vessels of the United Slates, and to auth 
crize the commanders of any other armed vessels 
Milling under the authority of any letters of 
marque and reprisal granted by the Congress of 
the United States, or the commanders of any oth- 
er suitable vessels, to tubdue, seize, take, and, if 
on the high seas, to send into any port of the 
Ui i ed States any vessel or boat buift, purchased, 
fitted out, cr held, as in the first section of this 
act mentioned. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted. That the col- 
lectors of the several ports of entry, the surveyors 
of the several ports of delivery, and the marshals 
of the several judicial districts within the United 
States be and are hereby authorized and required 
to seize any and all vessels or boats built, pur- 
i hased, fitted out, or held as aforesaid, which 
may be found within tbeir respective ports or dis- 
tricts, and to cause the same to be proceeded 
against and disposed of a« hereinbefore provided.
